Hr,  Alvic  opQrc.tos  a 135“!^crc  farn  throe  rdlos  west  of  Haskell, 
Under  the  tcras  of  the.  lodh-the  Soil  Conservation  Service  mil 
furnish  ratcrials  and  toclniicc.,1  supervision  required  to  install 
v/atcr  sterarje  facilities  aM  a.  snail  pardon  irrigation  systen. 

The  systen,  vdien  conplotod,  v/ill  furnish  the  f arn  vdth  approxi-

Under  the  terns  of  the  loan,  llr,  Alvis  ar^roes  to  establish 
and  follow  a conplotc  soil  and  w-.tor  conservation  propran  and  a 
farn  and  hono  nanar;cnont  plan  developed  by  roprosontatives  of  the 
Farn  Security  Adiaini  strati  on' and  the  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
These  plans,  in  coordination,  will  x^rovlde  bettor  use  of  the  land 
and  uako  it  pcssiblo  for  the  famor  to  produce  nest  of  the  food 
and  foed  needed  for  the  fhnily  and  the  fana  livestock, 

A loan  mde  to  Robert  Barkley,  vdio  fams  80  acres  located 
oivht  niles  northvrest  of  Loraine,  ad  11  cover  the  installation  of  a 
vdndjaill,  a farn  Tfatcr  storar^o  reservoir  and.  pipe  to  bo  used  for 
irrir^ation  of  a one-acre  voeotable  garden.  Productivity  of  the 
aarden  vdll  be  increased  by  the  irrigation  systen  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  Barkley  vrill  bo  able  tc  raise  nest  of  the  food  supplies 
noclod  to  support  his  fonily.

Prcparationa  aro  nov/  be  ing  conplotcd  for  a series  ■.  f field 
trial  plantings  of  upland  hay  grasses  to  bo  r.v.dc  throughout  the 
Coastal  Plains  sections  of  Iirkansas,  Louisiana  and  Texas,  next 
spring. 


The  use  of  strip  crops  for  erosion  ccntrcl  on  cooperating 
farms  in  the  Coastal  Plains  section  has  been  somewhat  liandicappcd  due 
to  the  fact  that  an  upland  hay  grass  that  could  be  readily  ostab« 
lishod  on  pormanont  strips  has  been  laclcing. 

Perennial  grasses  viro  more  effective  erosion  ccntrcl  plants 
than  the  annuals  commcnly  used,  and  do  not  have  to  be  planted  each 
year  as  do  the  annuals t Under  avora;^o  cCnditicns,  v/ith  the  proper 
seed  bed  preparation,  depths  of  planting,  and  cultivation,  the  fol* 
lovdng  perennial  grasses  have  sh’bvjn  definite  proi^isc  for  use  on 
strips  in  the  Coastal  Plains  sections:  Little  blucstcm,  Rlicdcs  grass 
and  STi'dtchgrrxss# 

Evidence  of  their  p:-:ssibili tics  ha\cc  been  noted  in  ebsor* 
vaticn.al  plantings  at  the  Soil  CenSorv^vtion  Service  nurseries  at 
Sibley,  Louisiana,  and  San  Antonio,  Texas,  One  of  tho  rrinaiy 
functions  of  tho  Soil  Consor'ro.tion  Nurseries  is  to  moJeo  plantings 
D.nd  to  observe  grasses  to  determine  if  they  v.dll  1x3  of  •valvic  for 
control  of  erosion  in  this  region, 

Littlo  blucstcm  and  svdtchgrass  arc  found  native  throughout 
the  Coaotal  Plains,  Rhodes  grass  plo.i-'tings  at  Sibley  reveal  that 
this  plant  promises  to  be  of  a-aluc  for  forage  as  yrcll  as  sood  pro-
